are not planned primarily to make the 
terms lighter for the tJermans. but to 
render them easier of execution. 


Apparently there is a disposition on

George and Premier Clemenceau to fix a 
definite sum of approximately $25,000,- 
000,090 as the amount of indemnity Ger 
many will be called upon to pay, and it 
seems possible that the first installment 
of about $5,009,000,000 may not have to 
b ejtfUd within two years, as now stip- 
ulated, but within four years.
